In England, and by Englishmen, wae the
first machinery put in motion—Janres Har-
greaves, Richard Arkwright, Baoiuel Omdiap-
ton and Edward Oartwright being the 1as
ventors. Hargreaves of the ecarding mas
chine and spioning jenmy, Arkwright of
the spioning throstle, Crumpton the invents
or of the spinning * mule,” so-called, from
ita belng differently constructed, though
portaking somewhat of the plan of the
Jjenny and the throstle, Cartwright inveot.
ed the power loom, which he patented in
the year 1785, -

At present, there are some 82,000,000 of
cotton spindles in opération ir Great Britain
alone. Bay Great Britalo, 82,000,000 ; there
is In France, 8,000,000; Germany and Hel-
lond, 7,000,000 ; the rest of the continent,
6,600,000. In America, thers are 10,000,
000, as follows: Jo the United States there
ars 6,600,000; ia Bouth Amerien, 3,000,000
in All other countries, sy 1,000,000, which
gives a grand total of 64,200,000—only six
and-a bali millivne being in the United
State, of which 185,000 are ia the Soulhern
States, sad only the comparatively small
oumber of 80,000 within the * eotton belt”
proper, making only ome spindle within
the “eotton belt™ te 82 spindles; in other
scetions of the United States, and only one
to 8024 of the tolal of sll spindles mow in
operation.

Is it not surprising! astonishing, you say |
yet, such is the fact. Why is it]1 Not be-
eause the downy flesce cannot be manufae-
tured within the region in which it Is
grown, for itdis an admitted truth by all,
that it can be more suecessfully manufae-
tured in & mild and genisl elimate—auch as
you find within the cotton belt—than its
opposite, which the manufscturers have to
oootend with in many places,

Burning 014 Field Pine Lands.

Greenville County, S. ¢

Messrs. Editors—I have beon trying the
difference betwoen o]d field pioe lamds burny
off when re-cleared, and those not burned,
and am satisfied one acre not burned is worth
three nores burnt over. I bave some of this
kind of land in eultivation that was not buent,
from which I bave gathered thirteen full eropt,

and it is now good for 8 or 9 hundred’ ponlﬁ
of cotton to the acre; 1 have another pisce re-
cleared in 1852, One of my lenmnts whe
knows the land . aaked me if he might tend

this piece, saying that be could still make 804
pounds cotton to the acre ; this was not bura~
od off when cleared. Bimilar lands that are
burnt off #ill wear out in six or' sight yours,
It is evident from these faots that tho unburnt
pine leaves and litter ia » valanble manure for
the land furnished by the Sapreme Ruler, and
if people would enve more of these homre sup-
plios of manuve, there would be less oxpense
for guano and other inported fortilizers,
